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Heartbreak for 
parents as c low 
life’ rob grave

THE parents of a dead girl have branded 
thieves who stole items from their young 
daughter’s grave ‘low life.’ 

David and Rosemary Ginns, from Spring 
Boroughs, whose child Rachel died aged 
11 from multiple organ failure in 2006, 
went to visit her grave at Kingsthorpe 
Cemetery last Friday. 

However, when they arrived they discov¬ 
ered sentimental items including love 
heart chimes, a scarecrow chime, 
lanterns, a solar powered butterfly on a 
chain and two cushions were missing. 

Mr Ginns said: “It’s just very distressing. 
It’s not about what we paid for those 
items, but the sentimental value. It’s just 
really upsetting. 

“I think they are low life and to be hon¬ 
est it just makes me really angry thinking 
about it all. 

“I would like to see the people who did 
this taken to court and prosecuted 
because it might deter others from doing 
the same. It might be kids, or who knows. 
I know that it hasn’t just been us who have 
had damage in the cemetery.” 

Other leading members of the commu¬ 
nity have hit out at the people who could 
do such a thing in a cemetery 



Local borough Cllr Sally Beardsworth 
said: “It’s deplorable that someone could 
do this to any grave, let alone a child’s 
grave. 

“These are stupid and mindless people, 
who are doing senseless acts. They are 
doing so selfishly without thinking of the 


consequences and pain they are causing 
the family” 

A Northampton Borough Council 
spokesperson said: “This is a reprehensi¬ 
ble act, taking toys from a child’s grave is 
simply deplorable. 

“Thankfully we don’t get too many 
incidents of this nature reported to us, 
but when it happens we know it can be 
extremely upsetting for the family and 
loved ones who placed them or visit the 
grave. 

“Our cemeteries are open to allow 
people to visit the graves and memorials 
of their family and friends when they 
want to. 

“Our gardeners work in our cemeteries 
throughout the week and our cemetery 
officers also patrol the grounds. 

“If any of our officers see anything unto¬ 
ward they will deal with the situation and 
if necessary involve the police.” 

Police officers are appealing for witness¬ 
es to the theft of the ornaments from the 
graveside to come forward. 

They believe it took place at 
Kingsthorpe Cemetery sometime 
between 3pm on Thursday August 18 and 
the morning of Friday August 19.

Border agency ready to deport two illegal immigrants 



TWO illegal immigrants have 
been arrested and are set to 
be deported. 

The UK Border Agency raided 
the Abington Supermarket on 
Wellingborough Road last 
Thursday, August 18, with 
officers from the local 
immigration team for 
Bedfordshire and 
Northamptonshire [west]. 

They arrested a 37-year-old 
failed asylum seeker from 
Sri Lanka who was working 
illegally. 

Earlier, officers had arrested 
another failed asylum seeker - 
a 21-year-old man from 
Afghanistan - at a residential 
address in Greenside. He is also 
now in detention. 

The UK Border Agency is 
working to remove both men 
from the country. 

Abington Supermarket faces 


a potential fine of up to 
£10,000 for taking on the 
failed asylum seeker, unless it 
can prove that the correct 
pre-employment checks were 
carried out. 

Chief Immigration Officer 


Melanie Partridge said: “Those 
who use and exploit illegal 
workers face severe financial 
penalties, over and above the 
loss of business and negative 
publicity that enforcement 
visits like this causes. We are 


happy to help businesses 
ensure the right 
pre-employment checks are 
carried out, but those intent on 
breaking the law should be 
warned that they will be found 
and they will be punished.” 



Police: No let up in the 
hunt for murder suspect

NEARLY four months after the horrific 
murder of the entire Ding family, the 
hunt for Anxiang Du is still very much 
on. 

Police continue to look for Du, 52, from 
Coventry, who is the prime suspect in the 
murders of Jeff, 46, Helen, 47, Xing, 18 
and Alice, 12, on April 29 who were all 
killed at their home in Wootton. 

Detective Superintendent Glyn 
Timmins said: “At the moment we have 
been continuing the investigation by 
researching Anxiang Du’s background, 
the sort of places he visits and is interest¬ 
ed in and we have identified a number of 
potential places across the country. 

“We have sent officers to make 
enquiries but due to the sensitive nature 
of the information we can’t say where 
those places are.” 

The police investigation is now being 
supported by the Serious and Organised 
Crime Unit, and they are also liaising 
with officers across Europe in case he is 
found across the continent. 

DS Timmins said: “We have been 



preparing some details to pass on to 
police forces across Europe in case he 
has gone across the border and we have 
put out a European arrest warrant for 
him.” 

Although the police work has not yet 


spread to the far east and China, the cops 
have been proactively promoting the 
murders throughout the region to try to 
drum up any leads. 

DS Timmins added: “We are pleased 
with the exposure in the far east. 

“It got to the point where last month 
when I was being introduced to the 
members of the Ding family, who live in 
the USA and China, both said they did 
not need to be introduced as they had 
seen me on the TV” 

Despite the exposure globally the police 
still believe that that Du is more likely to 
be closer to the UK, living with the help 
of someone. 

DS Timmins said: “We know that Du 
will be able to live quite a simple life, but 
even so everyone needs money and 
somewhere to live. That means that there 
must be someone out there either 
employing him or renting out a property 
to him.” 

There is a £10,000 reward being offered 
for the arrest and successful prosecution 
of Anxiang Du. Anyone with information 
can call Northamptonshire Police on 
03000 111 222 or Crimestoppers on 0800 
555 111. 
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Man ‘felt humiliated’ over job loss and punched his boss 


A MAN who punched his boss after being 
fired from a Northamptonshire Road 
Sweeping firm has avoided going to 
prison. 

Laukan Creasey, 41, from Stevenage was 
working at 1st Road Sweepers, which is 
based in Marston Trussell when he was 
called into a disciplinary hearing on March 
15,2010. 

Prosecuting, Michael Waterfield told a 
court that at the meeting he was informed 


that he was being fired by a manager. Mr 
Waterfield said: “Having received that 
information he then launched himself at 
the manager, knocking him over and on 
to the floor.” 

Creasey was found guilty at a trial at 
Northampton Crown Court earlier this 
year and was sentenced on Monday after 
being convicted of actual bodily harm. 

Mitigating, James Hett said that the 
defendant had suffered due to the length 


of time it had taken to deal with the case, 
and despite one previous conviction of 
criminal damage, he had stayed out of 
trouble since the attack on his boss. 

Mr Hett said: “He felt humiliated by the 
loss of his job and he lost his temper.” 

Sentencing him to a community order 
and 200 hours unpaid work, Judge Lynn 
Tayton QC said: “You seek revenge when 
you think you have been wronged, when 
you see yourself as the victim.”

ANOTHER cat in the county has died 
after being shot by an air rifle. 

In less than a month, two similar 
incidents have occurred. 

One cat was shot in Whitefriars, 
Rushden, on iuly 28 and now another pet 
has been killed in Northampton. 

The latest incident occurred on 
Wednesday, August 17, in Wysall Road, 
Northampton. 

The five-year-old cat, named Sofa, was 
found by her distressed owner Steven 
Gray’s partner at around 3.30pm in the 
garden of their home. 

Sofa was hardly moving, in a huge 
amount of pain and was taken to a vet by 
her owner. 

An x-ray was taken and it was found she 
had been shot in the neck and the pellet 
had lodged in her spine. 

It is thought that she had been shot at 



around 2pm either in her garden or close 
by as she would not have been able to 
move very far due to the extent of her 
injuries. 

The time which elapsed from Mr Gray 
discovering his cat had been shot to her 
dying was 20 minutes. 

He said: “When my partner found Sofa 
she was between two sheds. 

“Under her fur in her neck there was a 
puncture wound. 

“I can’t believe anyone would find it 
acceptable shooting a cat. 

“We have another four cats and at this 
stage I don’t want to let them out of the 
house.” 

The incident in Rushden, which was 
reported in the Herald & Post last week, 
involved a two-year-old cat called Minky 
who was found in a next door neigh¬ 
bour’s garden in a very distressed state, 
struggling to move his back legs. 

Minky was subsequently taken to the 
vets but due to the severity of his injuries 
he was put down. 

It was when the vet carried out an x-ray 
it was discovered a pellet was lodged in 
the cat’s spine. 

An RSPCA spokeswoman said: “Far too 
many cats are suffering life-threatening 
injuries after becoming victim of air rifle 
and air gun attacks. 

“It is inexcusable and incredibly dis¬ 
tressing to think that people out there 
think it is acceptable to treat animals in 
this heartless way. 

“Animals, including well-loved pets, are 
needlessly dying and it must stop.” 

Those found guilty of causing unneces¬ 
sary suffering to an animal can face a 
maximum six-month prison sentence, 
and or a £20,000 fine. 


MP: Government must do more to improve living standards 


A NORTHAMPTON MP has challenged 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer to do 
more to help the economy. 

Brian Binley, MP for Northampton 
South, has called on the Government to 
do more to create growth and chal¬ 
lenged George Osborne in the House of 
Commons on the issue. 

Mr Binley said: “I welcome the 
Chancellor’s comments about the 
need to cut deficits but a healthier 
market is important to our export per¬ 
formance. 

“Will he therefore remember that there 
is a need to instil demand in the British 
Economy and does he recognise how 


important that is to both households 
and business?” Mr Binley believes there is 
a lack of confidence in the economy and 
households and businesses are bracing 
themselves for further shocks, but thinks 
that a boost to businesses would help 
people across the town. 

Mr Binley said: “I know from my own 
post bag and inbox just how hard many 
families and businesses in Northampton 
are finding the current economic situa¬ 
tion. 

“Living standards are eroding, real 
income is decreasing, and inflation 
remains well above expectations and 
house prices are still falling.”

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Hospital wont rest on its laurels after surprise visit 


NORTHAMPTON General Hospital has 
admitted that it has ‘work to do’ in some 
areas of its care, after a surprise 
inspection. 

The report by the Care Quality 
Commission [QCQ] found that on the 
whole the nursing at the hospital was ‘kind 
and caring.’ However it did have a minor 
concern about the way the needs of 
patients who are less able to 
communicate are documented. 

The hospital has said that it has already 
taken action to address this by establishing 
a full-time learning disabilities nurse to 
train, advise and support all hospital staff 
and are also reviewing documentation and 
procedures throughout the trust. 

The report was produced after the 


unannounced visit to the hospital in July by a 
team of CQC inspectors to assess whether 
patients receive essential standards of care. 

The inspectors visited ten wards over 
three days and spoke to patients, relatives 
and staff. The hospital met all the standards 
for the quality of how its service was 
continuously checked and managed, and 
how vulnerable patients were safeguarded 
and treated with dignity and respect. 

Interim director of nursing Fiona Barnes 
said: “We welcome the CQC’s findings and 
we are pleased with the report, though we 
recognise there is still work to do in some 
areas. 

“We continue to strive to improve all 
aspects of our service and welcome 
feedback from patients.” 



Access problem will be 
sorted after mail issues

TALKS are set to take place 
between Royal Mail and 
Northampton Borough Council 
to resolve a postal problem. 

Alan Smith, 70, contacted the 
Herald & Post about post not being 
delivered to his flat but being left 
outside the main building. 

Mr Smith lives in sheltered 
accommodation owned by 
Northampton Borough Council. 

The problem he and other resi¬ 
dents have been having is mail is 
not being delivered to the flats. 

There is a trade button that is 
supposed to be used to let post¬ 


men/women in but it appears the 
mail is being left outside in a plas¬ 
tic box which is for newspapers 
and it is not secure. 

Mr Smith felt some of his mail 
had disappeared on one occasion. 

He said: “I don’t think it is 
acceptable at all. 

“They have been leaving mail 
outside.” 

Royal Mail spokeswoman 
Valerie Antoine said: “In recent 
weeks we have experienced diffi¬ 
culties gaining access to the 
building and we are working with 
the council to resolve the issue as 
quickly as possible. 

“If we are unable to deliver the 
mail, it is returned to the office 


and is available for collection by 
residents.” 

On behalf of the company she 
apologised to customers for any 
inconvenience caused. 

A borough council spokesman 
added: “The main entrance to the 
doors of the block of flats in 
Lodge Avenue are locked for the 
security of our residents. 

“Arrangements are in place to 
ensure Royal Mail can gain access 
to the building. 

“Each individual flat has an 
intercom button, which the post¬ 
man/woman can ring to deliver 
the post. 

“We will speak to Royal Mail 
about this situation.”

Never a dull moment 
‘real life’ on his break 


IT'S probably fair to say that 
politicians get a lot of stick in 
Britain.

town in order to experience 
some of the day-to-day jobs the 
people in his constituency do. 

In the last month the MP has 
stacked shelves at Morrisons, 
slid down the fireman’s pole with 
fire-fighters and last week sold 
fruit and veg on the Market 
Square. 

Mr Ellis said: “It was a great 
experience working at 
Morrisons, stacking shelves, 
making sure the fresh fruit and 
vegetables were out and pushing 
some trollies around. 

“I was asked a few questions by 
customers, but I was useless I 
didn’t know where anything was. 

“Working with the fire brigade 
was also a fantastic experience. 

“I got to see some of their new 
equipment and went out to a 
lorry fire on the A45. Although it 
was only a minor blaze, the 
traffic built up quite quickly. 

“It was really interesting to see 
how the fire crews have to work 
efficiently to put it out as well as 


causing minimum disruption. 
The people who work on the 
market square have really tough 
jobs, getting up very early every 
morning, working on their feet 
all day and are exposed to the 
elements.” 

The MP used the opportunity 
at his work experience to talk to 
both other colleagues and mem¬ 
bers of the public about what 
they wanted for the town and 
politics in general. 

Mr Ellis said: “I was able to 
hold informal surgeries with the 
people I met. 

“At the fire station it was good 
to speak with the crews, because 
so often on these sorts of visits 
you are taken around by a chief 
and don’t get a full picture. 

“For years the people who have 
made decisions, historically on 
the market square, have done so 
without speaking to the people 
who work there. I think they feel 
that there has been little support 
for their concerns.” Meanwhile

Sometimes offers aren’t as 
good as they first appear 


E VERY year, a few friends and I 
enjoy a trip to Skegness. One 
of the highlights of the trip is 
the keenly contested annual game 
of crazy golf which ends with the 
19th hole challenge that offers a 
prize of another free round. 

The challenge looks ridiculously 
easy. All you need do is strike the 
golf ball into the closed box with 
sufficient power and accuracy for 
it to reach the hole at the top of 
the box which rings a bell to signal 
success. 

Have I ever heard the mythical 
bell ring? 

Never, before something almost 
miraculous happened this year. 

One of my friends won. 

How she did it, I do not think even 
she knows. Maybe the attendant 
took pity on us after so many 
years trying. 

Once the intoxication of success 
wore off, the real value of the free 
round on offer dawned on us. 

The princely sum of £3.50 off 
next year's trip. 

On the way home, we stopped to 
buy some coffees. 

With our change came another 
wonderful ‘offer’. Two adult tickets 
for Alton Towers for the price of 
one. A possible saving of up to £41. 
But have I got the bottle to face 
the Corkscrew ride? Of course not! 

Once home, it was off to the 
supermarket to find loads more 
‘offers’. 

‘Buy one get one free!’ and its 
exact equivalent, ‘Fifty per cent 
off!’. Then, a ‘50 per cent free’ offer 
that sounds suspiciously more 
valuable, but in fact is worth less as 


it is equivalent to one free for 
every two that you buy. 

These ‘offers’ are part of the way 
supermarkets cunningly lay out 
their wares and are perfect 
examples of the old adage of buyer 
beware. 

Come election time, the political 
parties set out their ‘offers’ to their 
voters in their manifestos. But just 
how many people read them 
before voting? 

Well, I have a little confession. 

I just skimmed the Labour 
manifesto at the last General 
Election and did not read either of 
the Conservative or Liberal ones. 

Not that it mattered. 

We ended up with a Tory led 
Coalition that nobody voted for 
with a mishmash of policy offers 
best characterised as a buy one 
nutty Tory policy get one wacky 
Liberal policy free. 

One of the nutty Tory offers that 
survived into the Coalition is 
cutting the number of MPs from 
650 to 600. This is one of those 
superficially attractive ‘fifty per 
cent free’ type savings that are not 
quite as good as you think they are. 

The savings in the salaries of 50 
MPs might be around £5million. A 
tidy sum yes, but hardly the saving 
of the nation. 

What it will lead to is poorer 
quality democracy with larger seats 


with strange mixtures of rural and 
urban communities with nothing in 
common bar a shared MP. 

So, why are the national Tories so 
intent on pushing this one 
through? Simple, the changes are 
probably in the interests of the 
Tory party. 

Guess what the local Tories are 
planning before the next county 
council election in 2013? 

Cutting the number of councillors 
from 74 each representing around 
7,000 electors to 50 councillors 
each representing around 10,000 
electors. 

And why are they doing this? 
Simple, like the national changes 
the local ones will probably benefit 
the Tories. 

When it comes to poring over 
maps, then the Tories and the 
Liberals both have political 
assistants paid for by the county 
council. 

Labour does not, so we are at a 
big disadvantage. 

So for the next year, it looks like 
Labour councillors are in for a lot 
of hard yards to try to make sure 
that the local Tories cannot 
gerrymander the county council 
boundaries in their favour. 

Faced with that thankless task, 
next year's annual trip to Skegness 
is already looking like too good an 
offer to refuse.

Economy is 
to blame for 
shop closure, 
say owners

OWNERS of a shop forced to 
close after 26 years of 
business have hit out at the 
banks for not lending to 
independents retailers. 

MJS Furnishings, in Artizan 
Road, Northampton is closing 
its doors to customers after 
owners Mike and Jill Scott 
decided to pack it all in due to 
the economy. 

The business first opened in 
May 1986 and sells reproduc¬ 
tion mahogany and yew wood 
furniture. 

Mr Scott said: “It had been 
26 years, and we were on 
holiday and we just decided 
to pack it all in. 

“Business has been hard, 
and we tried to sell but we 
couldn’t get anyone to buy. 
Even when there were people 


interested the banks wouldn’t 
give them the money to do 
anything. 

“The banks are saying that 
they are lending to small busi¬ 
nesses but when a bank 
thinks of a small business 
they are talking about a com¬ 
pany with 200, 300 or 400 
staff. They don’t even 
consider small independent 
shops like us.” 

The couple have said that 
due to the economy people 
haven’t been buying furniture 
for the last couple of years. 

They will now close the busi¬ 
ness once they have sold all 
their stock and plan to retire. 

Mr Scott has sent his 
customers a letter about the 
closure and they’re now in the 
process of having a half price 
closing down sale to get rid of 
their stock in order to pay 
back their suppliers.

Here style postcard. 

By law, all workplaces must comply with 
Health and Safety (First Aid] Regulations 
1981 which means employers must have the 
appropriate equipment, facilities and staff in 
place to enable first aid to be given at work. 

It is also a legal requirement under the 
Regulatory Reform (Fire Safety] Order 2005 
to nominate an appropriate number of fire 
marshals. 

If there is a fatality because employers 


fail to ensure proper health and safety 
procedures were in place, they could be 
prosecuted under the Corporate 
Manslaughter Act. 

A number of businesses have periods 
where there are no trained first aiders 
present. This figure can increase during 
times of annual leave.

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Fees on the rise but university 
is preparing to lose 80 posts

STAFF at the University of 
Northampton are facing the axe, 
despite the institution raising its 
fees to one of the highest levels. 

From next year the University will 
be charging £8,500 per student, but it 


is thought that 80 posts could be lost 
in a review of professional services. 

The review looks into back office 
workers and will affect administra¬ 
tive and technical staff. 

A spokesman for the University 
said: “We are currently reviewing our 
professional services (administrative, 
technical and specialist teams who 


support the University’s operational 
activity) and is in a consultation 
period with staff and unions, sched¬ 
uled to conclude on September 20. 

“This is part of a larger and ongoing 
strategic review to ensure the 
University continues to provide the 
best service for its students. No front¬ 
line teaching staff will be affected. 


“This is a particularly challenging 
time for higher education with the 
introduction of higher fees from 2012 
resulting in unparalleled levels of 
competition for students. 

“A key outcome of the review will be 
to increase our investment in the 
student experience from 2012 
onwards.” 




BACKING BYLAWS: Cllr David Mackintosh 


Taking the pee - 
men are caught 
urinating in street 

EIGHT men have been sent warning 
letters for urinating in public places 
in Northampton after new bylaws 
have come into force. 

Police caught seven of the eight 
peeing in the town centre just steps 
away from bars and clubs that had 
toilet facilities and were open for 
business. 

The eighth was caught in a street 
outside of the town centre. 

The names and addresses of all 
the men were passed to 
Northampton Borough Council’s 
community safety division so that 
warning letters could be sent out. 

Now offenders risk being 
prosecuted under the new bylaws, 
introduced in June, and fined up to 
£500 if they are caught committing 
the offence again. 

Northampton Borough Council 
cabinet advisor, Cllr David 
Mackintosh said: “There is no 
excuse for people going to the toilet 
in the street just a stone’s throw 
away from open public toilets. 

“We are committed to making 
Northampton a better place to visit 
and this helps us with that.” 

The new bylaws also saw 
restrictions placed on dangerous 
and nuisance skateboarding, 
fairground attractions causing 
obstruction to traffic, dangerous 
games near highways, games on 
highways to the annoyance of 
residents, touting in a manner to 
cause obstruction or annoyance 
and interference with road warning 
or life saving equipment. 

As yet no fines have been issued 
for these offences.

GARY Johnson wants to see his squad get over 
their League Cup second round exit, with a 
‘shave and a comb over’. 

While that might not be every professional foot¬ 
baller’s idea of a rest and recuperation, it’s what 
the Cobblers boss wants following the 4-0 defeat 
to Wolverhampton Wanderers on Tuesday night. 

A brace for Sylvan Ebanks-Blake either side of 
half-time, along with a stunning free kick from 
Nenad Milijas and a fine finish from Sam Vokes 
put an end to yet more dreams of providing a cup 
upset after Town dumped Ipswich Town out in the 
first round. 

The score though, flattered the away side, and as 
a result of their efforts Johnson has given the 
squad time off ahead of their npower League Two 
clash with Morecambe on Saturday. 

Johnson said: “I’ve given them a few days off to 
be honest because we have been playing Saturday 
Tuesday, Saturday Tuesday, and we’ve only got a 
small squad. 

“I’ve asked them to come back fresh tomorrow 
morning, shaved with their hair combed, looking 
immaculate and ready to go.” 

The Northampton boss thought that despite the 
quality of the opposition his side did not deserve 
to come away with such a heavy defeat.

Japanese spring into Northampton for Olympic dry run 


TRAMP0LINING 

JAPAN’S top trampoline gymnasts 
spent last week at Northampton 
Trampoline Gymnastics Club [NTGC] as 
part of their preparations for next 
year’s Olympic games, writes Marc 
Bazeley. 

World medalists Masaki Ito, Tetsuma 
Sutomura and Yasuhiro Ueyama, along 
with their support staff of coaches 
and sports scientists, used the NTGC 
facilities at the Benham Sports Arena 
for training and a competition 
simulation. 

Club members Steve Walsh and 
James Higgins have both been over to 
Japan before for training camps on 
three previous occasions, and as a 
result, offered the Japanese team the 
opportunity to come and train over 
here. 

“They have invited us to their training 
arenas so we just did an invite back, 
and the World Championships are in 
Birmingham in November so it was a 
good opportunity to invite them,” 
explained club director Tracy 


Whittaker-Smith. “They progressed 
that to saying they would like to come 
in August and look at an Olympic 
simulation ready for next year. I think it 
was because they know us a lot more 
personally that they made an 
approach, but they did do a whistle- 
stop tour of the UK last year looking at 
venues and we came out at one of 
those to train at.” 

While the Japanese athletes were 
over here in preparation for the World 
Championships at the NIA and next 
year’s Olympics, there were also 
benefits for those involved with NTGC. 

They had the opportunity to learn 
from some of the top trampoline 
gymnasts in the world and Whittaker- 
Smith believes that could be seen 
from those that met them when they 
were practising. 

She said: “If you can train with the 
best it just stimulates so much more 
rather than training in your own, 
closed environment all of the time and 
not seeing anybody. 

“When they come over, we have had 
all of our members in seeing what 


they are doing and even all of the little 
kids of about six and all of a sudden 
are jumping twice as high because it 
stimulates an improvement and a 
drive to be better.” 

The Japanese contingent were also 
able to make use of the various 
computer analysis tools the club has, 
being able to measure their jump 
heights and have instant access to 
video replays of their routines. 

They are set to return ahead of the 
World Championships and there is a 
strong likelihood they will choose 
Northampton as their base when 
London hosts the 2012 Olympics. 

Whittaker-Smith said: “They seem 
really settled and they always look like 
they’re having fun. Even when they’re 
training they work really hard but 
always look like they are enjoying it. 

“They’ve said that they enjoy the 
world class facilities we have got here 
and also they are on site at King’s Park 
training, sleeping and eating, so 
because it’s there it’s just a walk to the 
trampoline centre which I think has 
made a big difference.”

It’s swan big relief for Ash as 
World Cup place confirmed

AS expected Northampton Saints 
will have a quintet of stars in Eng¬ 
land’s 30-man squad for next 
month’s World Cup in New Zealand, 
though wing Chris Ashton was on 
tenterhooks until the call came 
from head coach Martin Johnson. 

The former rugby league player will 
travel to the Antipodeans with Dylan 
Hartley, Courtney Lawes, Ben Foden 
and Tom Wood, all of whom were 
mainstays in the national set-up last 
term and throughout the tourna¬ 
ment preparation matches. 

Ashton has been a revelation in his 
12 matches in an England shirt, 
swan-diving his way into the record 
books by scoring four of his nine tries 
in the 59-13 win over Italy during 
their Six Nations winning campaign, 
but he didn’t assume that would 
mean he was an automatic pick 
when the squad was announced on 
Monday evening. 

“It was a massive joy to receive the 
call earlier in the week. You’re never 
too sure until you get that call so I’m 
happy that I’ve finally been able to 
tell people I’m in,” he told the club’s 
website.

GARY Johnson quipped that if Lewis Young was his 
Manchester United and England sibling Ashley, Cobblers 
might not have crashed out of the Carling Cup courtesy of a 
4-0 drubbing by Wolverhampton Wanderers on 
Tuesday night.

He had one 
of the best chances of registering a goal for 
the Cobblers when his toe-poked shot was saved by Dorus 
DeVries at the near post on the stroke of half time. 

“If it was Ashley Young we might have had a chance,” joked 
Johnson after the match. “I always call him that 
myself. He got into some very good positions and if it went 
to 2-J it would have been lovely and game on. That third goal 
was going to be the most important one and we gave it a go 
but we just couldn’t get it into the net. 

“Sometimes it was because of good goalkeeping, sometimes 
it was down to good defending, sometimes just poor finish¬ 
ing.

Capel said: “We have seen already that he 
has a strong work ethic, he works very hard.

“A lot of his first class runs have been 
scored in Division One,” Capel said. “He’s had 
one or two good balls since he’s been here 
but he looks a quality player.” 

If Coetzer does sign it will be just in time 
for the business end of the season, as 
Northants have just three four-day games 
left, including the one currently in progress. 

The first day of the Middlesex match was 
rain affected but young opener Rob Newton 
shone on day two [Tuesday], converting an 
overnight 66 into a first class best of 113 as 
Northants looked to post a competitive total 
in the crunch contest. 

Two home games will finish the season, 
firstly against Surrey and then 
Gloucestershire. 

Capel said: “Every game is a big game at 
this stage, and every bonus point counts.” 
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
